LANCASTER, N. H., Aug. 4.—The 
QMoral leadership of the United States 
Will bring about disarmament, President 
Harding assured Lancaster citizens in a 
speech from his automobile in Centen- 
nial Square this noon. 

Surrounded on all sides, the President 
warmed to his audience and gave his 
hearers a little account of his steward- 
‘ghip during the past five months. He 
touched on many of the problems which 
he has encountered since he became 
President. : 

Speaking on the seventh anniversary 
ef the date when Great Britain -de- 
clared war upon Germany, thereby en- 
larging the scope of the European con- 
flict to the proportions of a world war, 
Harding took as a text White 
Mountain scenery and said: ‘‘ Though 
the clouds obscure and the picture is 
momentarily dimmed, you need not lose 
Zaith, ‘because under the eternal plan 
God works out his ultimate intent.’’

Forbes Declares Casualties at 
Johnson City, Tenn., Threaten 
to Be Worse Than in War.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Conditions 
at the Johnson City (Tenn.) Old Sol- 
diers’ Home, where former service men 
are receiving hospital treatment, are so 
deplorable that unless Congress acts im- 
mediately the casualties there will be 
proportionately higher than in the 
World War, Director Forbes of the Bu- 
reau of War Risk Insurance declared to- 
day before a Senate commitee.

First as a friend who had known Ca- 
ruso for twenty years and had advised 
him on matters of importance, he helped 
the tenor to frame the document. As a 
notary he then attested the instrument 
by which Caruso disposed of his fortune. 

The original will was kept by Caruso, 
and supposedly was included among his 
effects when he sailed for Italy. A cer- 
tified copy of the document was retained 


by Mr. Sperco, with the understanding 
that the will was to be sent to the sing- 
er’s legal adviser in Italy,upon the 
death of Caruso. In accordance with 
this understanding the certified copy of 
the will was taken from the safe of Mr.

CONFESSES MURDER 
AND THEN RECANTS 


Florida Postmistress Had Said 
She Shot Man Who Wouldn’t~ 
Take Blame for Robbery.

REVEALED A DOUBLE LIFE 


Preacher's Daughter and Church 
Worker Is Held for $32,000 
Postal Thefts.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla., Aug. 4.— 
Coming quickly after her confession yes- 
terday of the $32,000 West Palm Bedch 
Post Office robbery, the announcement 
today by Chief of Police Vestal in Or- 
lando that Lena Clarke, postmistress 
nere, had confessed the murder of W. B. 
Miltimore, who was found shot to death 
in her hotel room on Monday, has 
stunned this community, where the girl 
has been most highly eateerned. 

Publication of the robbery confession 
left her many friends clinging to their 
faith in the woman and with the one 
thought of finding the ‘‘man in the 
case ’’ who had prompted her to such a 
deed. The murder confession has forced 
a reluctant admission of an astonishing 
tale of double life; the leader in church 
activities and the daughter of a retired 
clergyman, on the one hand, and, on 
the other, a woman who has suddenly 
been revealed as a figure in ‘ night 
life’’ who spent money lavishly and 
who had many dubious relations. 

The phase of the murder confession 
that has astonished people here the most 
is the declaration that she shot Milt- 
more, a former postal employe, because 
he would not take the blame for the rob- 
bery. Miltmore, after leaving his Post 
Office job, ran a news stand in the lobby 
of the building. 

For seventeen years in the Post Office, 
with the leading business men signing 
the petition that made her postmistress, 
her honesty and integrity were never 
questioned. Postal inspectors, however, 
say they have never doubted her guilt 
of the robbery and offered her leniency, 
but she countered them with the state- 
ment that she had a ‘‘ master mind,’’ 
refused’ to admit her guilt and, appear- 
ing to act as a ‘‘ superwoman,’’ tried 
to outwit them. She is known as an 
expert in card tricks and fortune telling 
by the cards, with which for many years 
she amused her friends. 

She was the local poet and told the 
inspectors that she wrote her poetry in 
the dark on a typewriter by, the touch 
system. 

She was caught more and more in the 
meshes of the evidence that was being 
woven around her, and she finally fled 
to Orlando, where the confession of 
murder was made. Word that she had 
been held by the authorities there on a 
charge of murder brought from here 
scorés of telegrams offering sympathy, 
reiterating faith in her innocence and 
offering financial assistance in her legal 
fight. 


‘ 
Chief Tells of Confession. 


Chief of Polico Vestal. described to 
newspapermen in Orlando this afternoon 
the obtaining of the confession he said 
she had made concerning Miltimore’s 
slaying. He said he talked to her in the 
Orange County jail and that she con- 
fessed in these words: 

‘*I shot Miltimore. I did it after try- 
ing to obtain a signed statement from 
him that he had committed the robbery. 
He refused to give the statement. I was 
desperate, and it was then I committed 
the rash act.”’ 

She“made this statement to him on 
Monday night, he said, after Miltimore’s 
body was found in her room at the San 
Juan Hotel. He explained that he had 


not given out the confession before be- 
cause he was waiting the return of 
State’s Attorney Joseph Jones and also 
wanted to make further investigations. 

Chief Vestal said that he had sent his 
men to her hotel room after her declara- 
tion that Miltimore was there under the 
influence of a drug she had given him 
and that she believed he was the person 
who had taken $32,000 from the regis- 
tered mail uchés, When these men 
telephoned him that they had found Mil- 
timore dead, shot through the heart, 
with the empty pouches on the floor be- 
side him and a gun on the bed, he said 
he asked her, ‘‘ Miss Clarke, why did 
you shoot him?’ ; 

She replied, he said, ‘‘I did not shoot 
him. I merely gave him the drug.’’ 

‘* Miss Clarke, you shot that man,’’ he 
insisted, to which he says she answered, 
** Yes, I shot him.” 

When asked why she had done it, she 
said, according to Chief Vestal: 

‘“ Well, he tried to implicate me, 
I shot him.”’ 

That is ail she had to say until Tues- 
day afternoon when, she confessed | to 
Postal Inspector F. J. G. Pulsipher, an 
old friend of the Clarke family, that 
she was\ the one who had robbed the 
registered mail of the $32,000. 

“It was I who took the money and 
I alone must answer to the charge 
and the crime I have committed,’’ she

They have not yet rendered an 
official and formal opinion that the ac- 
tion of the Seneca was contrary to the 
rules of international law and that the 
Marshall should not have been seized, 
but it was stated at the Department of 
Justice this afternoon that Mr. Hay- 
ward had been communicated with by 
telephone and had been summoned to 
Washington for a conference with offi- 
cials of the department. 

It was intimated that the department 
felt that it was rather surprising that 
Mr. Hayward should have undertaken 
to have issued any statement of policy 
‘in the matter of the seizure of steam- 
ers such as the Marshall. Officials of 
the department say there appears to 
be no doubt that the Marshall was a 
vessel of British registry and added 
their opinion that it is not within the 
authority of American war vessels, 
Coast Guard or customs vessels ‘to 
seize outside of -the three mile limit 
any vessel- flying a foreign flag, except 
in the case of pirates in time of peace, 
or vessels engaged in enemy or contra- 
band practice in time of war. 

It was also stated at the Department 

Justice today that vessels of the 
Government had no right of interference 
with vessels flying foreign flags out- 
side of the three mile Hmit other than 
to make examinations of mani 
fests and inquire their destinations, but 
that under international law they 
no right to seize vessels of foreign reg- 
istry, outside the three mile limit, ex- 
cept in the case of pirates. 

Major Roy A. Haynes, the Federal 
Prohibition Commissioner, refused to 
discuss the seizure of the Marshall. 
Comm ant William E. Reynolds of 
the Coast Guard said he had received no 
report from the Captain of the Seneca. 
He added that even if the report came, 
it would not concern e legal aspects 
of the case, but would merely state 
the physical facts of the seizure. Mr. 
Hayward is expected to present all the 
details of the Seneca’s action to Assist- 
ant Attorney General Goff. 

It was learned at the Department of 
Justice that there is an understanding 
among the Federal District Attorneys in 
coast cities that there will be no inter- 
ference with liquor-carrying ships until 
the test case brought at the instance 
of the Cunard Line has been settled. 
This case concerns the question of 
‘liquor in transit,’’ in other words the 
right of a ship to touch at an American 
port if her bar is sealed when she en- 
ters the three-mile limit. The Depart- 
ment of/ Justice will aid the expedition 
of this suit and will throw no legal 
obstacles in the. way of its completion, 
instead endevoring to bring it to a con- 
clusion as soon as possible.

‘‘The commission of the Central Ex- 
ecutive Committee for Aid of the Hungry 
has recognized a state of famine in ten 
provinces, including Astrakhan, Tsarit- 
zin, Saratov the German (Volga)) Com- 
mune, Samara, Simbirsk, the Tartar 
and Tchuvask territories, as wellgeas dis- 
tricts of Ufa, Viatka and other places in 
that region. In these provinces on ac- 
count of the prolonged drought the har- 
vest has been completely destroyed and 
will give only 10 or 15 per cent. of nor- 
mal. In some districts of these provinces 
the bad harvest affects only some cer- 
eals. : 

“(The population of the ten provinces 
is about 18,000,000 people. Feeding the 
rural population .according to the lowest 
standard that is, half the ordinary con- 
sumption, and not including animals, 
calls for 41,000,000 poods of wheat. (A 
pood is equal to about thirty-six 
pounds). For the city population the 
need is 17,000,000 poods. To sow fields 
in localities where the crop is absolutely 
lost there is needed before the 15th of 
September 15,000,000 poods of wheat. 

‘‘In view of the absence of exact 
information as to the extent of the har- 
vest of other districts of Russia it is as 
yet impossible to estimate the quantity 
of wheat which can be furnished by 
Russia herself. In the stricken provinces 
there are no reserves of wheat and the 
gifts of other provinces can be only 
limited. - 

“The misery is great in these dis- 
tricts, but nowhere are there the ex- 
cesses and violences of which the West-

WITHOUT BIG SAVING 
MELLON DECLARES 


Federal Cost Must Be Cut 
$250,000,000 to Avoid Added 
Burden, He Tells Congress. 


TOTAL NEED $4,550,000,000 


Gives a Revised Estimate and 
the Figures on Proposed Motor 
Car Tax and Others. 


MONDELL PREDICTS A CUT 


House Leader Thinks $500,000,000 
Can Be Saved and the Burden 
Not Merely Shifted.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Submitting 
his revised estimates to the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House today, 
Secretary Mellon estimated that the ex-' 
penditures of the Government in the 
fiscal year 1922 would reach $4,550,000, - 
000 arta that it would be necessary to 
raise by internal taxation $3,830,000,000, 
or about $250,000,000 more than is 
yielded by the present war revenue 
laws. The only way in which additional 
taxes could be avoided, he said, was by 
reducing the ordinary expenses of the 
Government $250,900,000. 

In presenting his report, 
renewed his recommendation that the 
| revised law should repeal the excess 
| profits taxes. He also recommended a 
j}flat tax of 15 per cent. on the net 
j}incomes of corporations and the repeal 
lof the present $2,000 exemption. The 
income surtaxes, he held, should be re- 
duced to 40 per cent. for the next fiscal 
year and to 33 per cent. thereafter, the 
transportation tax should be cut in half 

and the tax on soft drinks repealed. 

Several of the miscellaneous taxes 

should alsg be repealed, he suggested 
By the addition of a tax of $10 on auto- 
nobiles, which he had recommended pre- 
viously, and an increase in the taxes on 
cigarettes, smoking and chewing tobacco,

The ordinary expenditures for 
July, 1921, amounted to about $322,- 
000,000, compared with $807,000,000 in 
the same month last year, while the 
current deficit was $113,000,000 for July 
this year as against $76,000,000 in July, 
1920. He said that if the expendftures 
increased like those shown by the War 
and Navy Departments, and the Ship- 
ping Board, the estimates prepared by 
the Treasury Department would be 
greatly exceeded. 

‘“‘In accordance with the request of 
the committee,’’ said Mr. Mellon, ‘‘I 
have brought with me a statement which 
gives (a) the latest revised estimates of 
the receipts and expenditures of the

FARM CREDITS BILL 


PASSED BY SENATE 
Administration Measure for Relief 


of Agricultaral Interests Now 
Goes to the House. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—What 1s 
known as the Administration’s plan for 
affording relief to the agricultural in- 


sts by supplying credits for the hold- 
ing of farm products, was passed by the 
Senate this afternoon in the form of an 
amendment to the War Finance Corpora- 
tion act, and now goes to the House. 
The measure, which ‘authorizes the 
War Finance Corporatien to ‘‘issue and 
have outstanding its notes or bonds in 
an amount aggregating not more than 
four times its paid-in capital,” was 
passed without a record vote, all opno- 
sition melting away by the time it was 
ready for the final-vote. The authorized 
paid-in capital of the War Finance Cor- 
poration is $500,000,000, so that the 
ill is enagted the corporation will have 


authority to issue and have outstandin 
bonds and notes of a total face value o 


$2,000,000,000. 

Under ‘the provisions of the Dill as 
passed by the Senate, whenever in the 
opinion of its directors conditions aris- 
ing out of the war, or out of the dis- 
trade due to the war,

plus accumulation of ‘‘ any staple agri-

Department of Labor Survey 
Gives Figures for Conditions 
in 65 Industrial Centres. - 


OPTIMISM FOUND GENERAL 


Nearly All Districts_Expect an Im- 
provement Within the Next 
Few Months. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The extent 
to which the industrial depression has 
been felt by labor is indicated by the 
industrial survey just made by the Em- 
Lioyment Service of the Department of 
Labor made public today by Francis I. 
Jones, its Director General. The figures 
ecllected for the month ended July 31 
show a decrease of 1.1 per cent. in em- 


jee and that while there were ir- 
The | 


creases in some districts, this was due 
in most instances to harvest and sea- 
sonal agricultural activities. 

The figures are gathered monthly by 
the department’s special agents in sixty- 
five industrial centres and their value 
is considered to lie‘in the fact that they 
are actual payroll figures of firms that 
usually employ more than 500 workers. 

The returns cover 1,428 firms in sixty- 
five centres, each firm normally employ- 
ing 5C1 or more workers, the total being 
1,060,600, a decrease of 18,914, or 1.1 per 
cent, for the month of July. The total 
decrease in these districts since Jan. 31 
has been 117,924, or 7.8 per cent. In- 
dustries showing increases in employ- 
taent are automobile manufacturers, 
teilroad repair shops, leather and its 
finished products, textiles and their 
products, lumber and its manufactures, 
tcbacco manufacturers and paper and 
printing. 

“Analysis of the returns,”’ said Di- 
rector General Jones, ‘‘ would seem to 
indicate that in the majority of instances 
where there has been improvement in the 
employment situation it is primarty 
traceable, directly or indirectly, to the 
harvest and other seasonal agricultural 
activities. Secondarily, and to some ex- 
tent as a*natural corollary, there have 
been material gains in railroad occupa- 
tions, principally in those which have to 
do with repairs to rolling stock and road 
beds,’’ 

Gains in Building Trades. 


Other bright spots in the industrial sit- 
uation are the continued vitality of tex- 
tiles and widespread gains in the build- 
ing trades. General building operations 
scem to be gathering impetus steadily, 
and, while marked activities in this line 
are still somewhat sporadic, construc- 
tion programs of greater or less magni- 
tude are gradually maturing in practi- 
cally all parts of the country. Many lo- 
calities still have to contend with an 
acute housing shortage. 

The darker side of the picture has to 
do with metals and metal products, from 
mining to manufacturing, the entire 
process in all its ramifications has felt 


the full force of the present industrial 
depression. <As a result, there continues 
to be serious unemployment in a multi- 
tude of interrelated industries and in 
widely separated sections of the country, 
affecting the mountain stricts of the 
West as well as the thickly populated in- 
dustrial areas of the Hast. The out- 
standing causes are a falling off in the 
foreign demand and continued listless- 
ness of the domestic market. 

There is manifest a very general op- 
timism, which everywhere agrees as to 
the certainty of an approaching business 
revival, sayg the report, and varies only 
in the predicted time it is destined to 
arrive. 


Conditions in New England. 


The survey made today covers im de- 
tail each of the great industrial dis- 
tricts. On conditions in-New England 
it says: 

“Widespread unemployment and part 
time continue in practically all lines, 
particularly in the metal and building 
trades and transportation circles, While 
certain textiles show a marked im- 
provement, frequently reaching normal 
and even exceeding it, and orders for 
shoes are being taken, the general em- 

loyment situation throughout the dis- 
rict has not improved. ‘ A slump in 
building operations is indicated by re- 
ports which show that contracts award- 
ed.in the six New England States for 
the first half of 1921 sqgregate $81.419,- 
000 as against $178,730, or the same 
period in 1920. Retail sales have gen- 
erally fallen off."’ 

On the Middle Atlantic Division, in- 
cluding New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, it says: 

‘‘There is little change in the situa- 
tion as regards unemployment. In spite 
of settlement of controversies in the 
building trades, building has not ma- 
terially increased.. Automobile and allied 
industries report a falling off in de- 
mand.”’ ' 

In the East North Central istrict, in- 
cluding Ohio, Mlinols, Indiana, Michi- 

an and Wisconsin, deferred industrial 
mprovement has caused pessimism as 
to the tmmediate future. Unsatisfac- 
tory employment conditions are hamper- 
i efforts that are being made to sta- 
bilize prices, it says, and retail trade 
suffers acco . * ‘* Trangportation 
problems still to a e extent interfere 
with the general revival of business,’’ 
it adds. ‘* The acute situation in steel 
is another factor that looms large in 
the present depression. Housing is easi- 
er and work on public improvement has 
relieved unemploymient to some extent.”’ 

In the West North Central district, in- 
ee Minneso Iowa, Missouri, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska 
and Kansas, with the harvesting of the 
wheat crop conditions enerally shires 
improved. At Kansas City receipts of

It Holds Unions Can Have Names 


on the Ballots for Election on 
Negotiating of Rules. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—The rights of non- 
union employes were upheld by the 
United States Railroad Labor Board to- 
day in rendering a decision in a dis- 
pute between the Pennsylvania Railtoad 
and the Brotherhood of Railway and 
Steamship Clerks, Frieght Handlers, 
Express and Station Employes. 

The dispute grew out of a meeting 
between representatives of the carrier 
and its employes to negotiate rules and 
working conditions. The carrier sub- 
mitted a plan for taking a ballot of the 


employes to select their representatives 
for the proposed conference on rules. 
The representatives of the brotherhood 
refused to accept the plan and made a 
counter-proposalswhich was refused by 
the road.

BERLIN RAISES ISSUE 
OF VALUE OF EXPORTS 


Reparations Commission Sees Ef- 
fort to Get Variable An- 
naities Reduced. 


PARIS, Aug. 4 (Associated Press.)— 
One of the questions regarded as of 
much importance to America now before 


the Reparations Commission is the de- 
termination of what is meant by the 
“* value of exports’ in fixing the varia- 
ble annuity of 26 per cent. on German 
exports. : 

rmany represents that the value of 
exports should not include the cost of 
raw materials imported from America 
or elsewhere, nor the goods re-exported 
from Germany, nor goods partly finished 
abroad, nor coal and other reparations 
Staples exported to the Allies. 

Representatives of the German Treas- 
ury insist that the value of exports 
should be limited to the total value of 
articles manufactured from German raw 
materials and the value added to im- 
ported raw materials by German labor. 
They affirm that German manufacturers 
already have entered into large con- 
tracts in the United States and else- 
where abroad, for raw materials or 

artly finished goods, which would tn- 
tus be affected by the Allies’ collect- 
ng per cent. of that part of th 
finished articles based on the cost 0: 
raw materials. 

German Government leaders also aver 
that although 26 per cent. of the value 
of exports is defined by the Allies as 
an index figure for variable annuities, 
it must in reality be 26 per cent. tax on 
various classifications of exports. Some 
classificatons, they say, cannot. stand 
this levy and, consequently, the German 
exports of those categories will be 
wholly extinguished to the detriment of 
Germany and the Alliss as well as to 
the importing of neutral countries. 

Although the Reparations Commission 
has not informed Germany of its rulings 
ints, it is under- 
stood the commission has approached 
and dealt with these questions upon the 
general ground that not an eco- 
nomic agreement between rmany and 
the Allies, but a means of Germany’s 
paying her debts, and that efforts to 

uce the variable annuities by ingent- 
ous interpretations “should accom- 
fjpanied by suggestions for other means 
‘of equivalent ee. 

The Reparations Commission has noti- 
fied the rman Government that 29,400 
horses, 130,000 sheep and. 175,000 horned 
cattle must be delivered by Germany to 
the commission in the next six months, 
This decision comes under Annex 4 of 
Part 8 of the Treaty of Versailles.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 4.— 
What amounted to a rejection of the 
doctrine enunciated in Ambassador 
George Harvey's London speech was 
Contained in an\ address by Tommaso 
Tittoni, President of the Italian Senate, 
who began his course of lectures on 
“Modern Italy”’ before the Institute of 
Politics at Williams College tonight. 

It was the Senator’s first public ad- 
dress in the United States and he made 
it the occasion for a tribute to Ameri- 
ca’s efforts in the war and the charac- 
terization of the American people as 
‘*one who, at their own cost, with their 
own means and at their own peril, un- 
dertaok a war for tiie liberty of others.’’ 

Signor Tittoni spoke as follows: 

“The great Italian historian, Carlo 
Botta, begins his history of the Anieri- 
can War of Independence by paying a 
tribute to the qualities of the American 
people. Let me pay a like tribute to- 
day in beginning the lectures I am to be- 
liver in response to the courteous invi- 
tation of this Institute of Politics. Ever 
since I read, as a youth, the classic 
work of Alexis de ‘Tocqueville on 
American democracy, I have remem- 
bered these words of his: ‘ Although 
the desire to acquire wealth is the domi- 
nating passion of the’ Americans, there 
are time when their soul seems sud- 
denly to burst the material bonds which 


bind it and to rise impetuously heaven- > 


ward.’ 
‘“‘ Honor be to you, people of America, 
and to all those peoples in whom self- 


ish considerations have not extinguished 
the flame of great ideals. F 

** Allow me, my American friends, to 
cite a passage frrom Titus Livy’s Roman 
History (book 33), which seems. to me 
to express admirably the motives and 
the character of America’s intervention 
in the World War: 

‘‘* A wonderful thing, that there 
should exist a people who, at their own 
cost, with their own means and at their 
own peril, should undertake a war for 
the liberty of others, not merely for 
their neighbors or those close at hand, 
or even ior peoples of the same conti- 
nent—but that they should cross the 
seas in order that nowhere in the world 
should there remain an unrighteous em- 
pire and to the end that rignt—justice— 
@w should rule all things and all na- 
tions.’ 

‘* This cult of the ideal the Italians 
hold in common with you.” 

Replying to Viscount James Bryce’s 
protest against the Peace Conference 
decision to allot Tyrol to Italy, Signor 
Tittoni upheld the justice of his coun- 
try’s claim and said Italy was the only 
one of the victorious nations part of 
whose sons were still separated from 
their mother country.

NAPLES, Italy, Aug. 4 (Associated 
Press). — The funeral of Enrico 
Caruso took place here today. From 
the Royal Church of San Francesco Di 
the cortége- moved through 
streets ‘lined with ‘troops and vast 


crowds to the cemetery, where the body 
was placed in a vault. 

Services were held in this famous 
church by permission of King Victor 
Emmanuel, who sent a special repre- 


sentative to attend the ceremony. A 
great choir composed of hundreds of 
singers assisted in the high requiem 
mass. 

The crystal coffin encased in a wooden 
casket was borne In a hearse drawn by 
six horses. There were innumerable 
floral qeferings, among them a wreath 
inscribeu ‘‘ From the City of New York.”’ 

All places of bustness had been clysed 
as a sign of mourning, and as the great 
a passed, airplanes flew over- 

ead. 

So dense were the throngs the troops 
had difficulty in holding ~the people 
back. AJl the windows and baloonies 
were crowded and many of them were 
draped. 

Eulogies were prouounced by the pre- 
fect of Naples in me name of the King 
and the Government, by the Director of 
the Conservatory and by\representatives 
of the Mayor and the artists of the city. 

The Basilica of the famous church, 
where the funeral sefvices were held, 
was draped with black and gold tapes- 
tries, some of them royal treasures of 
the former Kingdom of -—Naples. The 
body of the great singer lay on a cata- 
falque in the centre of the structure, 
surrounded by huncreds of candles. The 
catafalque, covered with black velvet 
and gold, stood in a bower of flowers.

Before the church was opened to the 
public, Mrs. Caruso, having her little 


daughter, Gloria, by the hand, came to | 


view the body of her husband once 
again. She placed beside it a large 
bunch of roses. 

Others of the grief-stricken relatives 
gathered in the basilica and looked for 
the last time upon the face of the dead, 
which seemed to be that of one sleeping 
peacefully. Giovanni, brother of Enrico, 
first knelt beside the coffin, then, ris- 
ing, invoked Caruso to breathe again. 
Rudolfo, the son, was equally affected. 

The expenses of the funeral will be 
borne by the municipality of Naples as 
a last tribute to the city’s noted son. 

Former Premier Nitti came to Naples 
te pay’ his last respects, traveling from 
his country place, where he has been 
spending the Summer. 

Boeaking to Deputy Porzio, the execu- 
tor of the will, Mrs. Caruso expressed 
the desire to live either in Naples or on 
the estate Caruso possessed in Tuscany, 
but said she would first go to New 
York, accompanied by Giovanni Caruso, 
to settle her husband's affairs there. 


Mourn Loss to Prestige of Italy. 


In -the Chamber of Deputies, Dr. 
Capasso, professor of surgery in the 
University of Naples, paid tribute to the 
memory of Caruso. He emphasized the 
loss to lyric art and also to the prestige 
of Italy abroad, especially in America.

LAUDS TREATWENT HERE 


|Says American Doctors, Knowing 
Condition. Performed ‘Minacle’ 
in Prolonging His Life. 


ROMHE, Aug. 4 (Associated Press).— 
The American doctors who attended En- 


rico Caruso in New York during his 


critical illness last Winter did “‘ all that 
was humanty possibly under the condi- 


tions of the patient; they could not do 
more.”’ 


_ This opinion was given to The Associ- 
ated Press today by Dr. Raffaele Bas- 
tlanelli, reputed to be the greatest sur- 
geon in Italy, who with his brother, 
Giuseppe, attended the famous singer 
when he suffered the relapse last week 
which led to his death. 


Regarding Caruso’s illness in America, 
Dr. Bastianelli said: ‘It was undoubt- 
edly putrid empyema, which immediate- 
ly put the patient in such a grave con- 
dition that it mwust be considered a 
miracle that the Amerfcan doctors suc- 
ceeded in saving his life.” % 

Recounting the last few days of Caru> 
80's illness, the famous surgeon said: 
‘I, with my brother, Giuseppe, visited 
Caruso professionally on July 28 at Sor- 
rento. After a careful examination, we 
both agreed that the present and past 
suffering of the great tenor was derived 
from a subrenal. abscess, probably in the 
left kidney. s 

‘We immediately decided that Caruso 
should be taken to Rome and submitted 
to an X-ray- examination, in order to 
complete our diagnosis, and also as a 
guide for. the operation, Which was to 
have been performed immediately after. 

“‘* At that time, Cartsa’s condition was 
relatively good. ‘This wa&/emphasized 
by the fact that he laughed and joked 
with us, explaining by operatic motions 
how he sang. 

‘‘ So strong was he then that’he stood 
up before us and made a motion of 
singing in the act of reaching high notes 
in the midst of a dramatic setting. 

“Then he said jocosely: 

*“** When I was about to reach a high 
note during a perfo#mance in America, 
something caught me in the throat. I 
put my hand to mv mouth in an effort 
to regain myself, when .out spurted a 
mouthful of blood.’ 

‘“‘ Caruso laughed as-he demonstrated 
this condition to us,’’ the surgeon con- 
tinued. 

‘‘ His chief thought was that of re- 
suming his career and being able to re- 
turn to the stage and sing again. This 
was his greatest anxiety. e chatted 
and talked apparently at ease, com- 
fortably exhibiting in that big robust 
physique the ferce of his ideas, which 
e expresssed with gestures and smiles. 

‘Therefore, our opinion warranted his 
coming to Rome, where the operation 
could be performed under conditions 
where hospital appliances were more 
complete and modern to handle his 
case.”’ 

Returning to the subject of. Caruso’s 
{llness in America, Dr, Bastianelli said 
that the grave complication of Caruso’s 
ailment at that time ‘absorbed the en- 
tire attention of the doctors, who could 
not occupy themselves with anything 
else than to attend to it, but we know 
with certainty that. Dr. Erdmann [one 
of the American physicians who attend- 
ed Caruso] realized the existence of the 
subrenal cess ;

Caruso,.was said to be the first un- 
titled person for whom funeral services 
have ever been held in the Royal 
asilica, which belongs to the Royal 
House.

Grief over the tenor’s death apparently 
has dealt a harder blow to his brother, 
Giovanni, than to almost any other mem- 
ber of the family. Giovanni, who was 
very close to his brother, and who man- 
aged the business affairs of the singer’s 
varigus estates, had remained with the 
body of his beloved brother almost con- 
stantly since he died.

of her recent interviews at Sorrento 
with Caruso, whose opinion she desired 
on the special-type of songs she sings 
and her interpretation of them. 
Caruso met ner request with a frank 
refusal, incidentally giving a most char- 
acteristic pronouncement regarding his 


attitude toward his own art and that 
of others. 

‘I understand,” the great tenor said, 
‘you ask a sincere, even pitiless, opin- 
ion. ‘That is pure madness. How often 
has that béen said to me by those who 
then became my enemies! Therefore 
I no longer tell the truth, but I have 
also the right not to tell untruths. 

‘* Consequently I now refuse absolute- 
ly to ligzen to any one or ever to give 
an opinion regarding singers. Is that 
understood? ’’ Caruso continued to the 
Cisappointed musician. 

‘“‘The truth is, you have been singing 
for some years, you’ve had successes 
and think yourself some one. That is 
only natural. I, Caruso, on the con- 
trary, am never satisfied with myself, 
never feel I have attained that perfec- 
tion of technique which I have been 
seeking many years. 

“Last night you saw me listening to 
a phonograph reproducing my _ songs. 
The whole time was ‘criticising Ca- 
ruso,* noting the yearly progress made 
teward equality of voice, intensity of 
timbre, equilibrium of breathing ana the 
spontaneity which is. indispensable for 
anybody who thinks seriously of sing-

‘If I feel that I myself have not suc- 
ceeded,’’ the tenor exclaimed, “‘ how can 
you expect ‘me to approve of you, even 
lf you are a wonderful phenomenon? ’”’

against permitting trade unions to gain 
political power was uttered by Sir 
George Croydon Marks, for the last six- 
teen years a member of the British Par- 
liament from Northeast Cornwall, in an 
address to the New York Rotary Club 
in the Hetel McAlpin yesterday. Com- 
menting the outcome of the recent 
strike of coal miners in Great Britain, 
the speaker said: 

‘We had accepted their attitude as a 
challenge; we knew we were in a crisis, 


and fought it out. The trade unions] 


have learhed that they cannot control 
industry. And let me say to you in pass- 
ing—never permit the trade unions of 
America to become a political party. 
Stop that at any cost. The trend in 
America is the trend from which we 
have suffered in England.

REED OPENS FIGHT 
ON ANTI-BEER BILL 


Tells Senate It Violates the 
Constitution in Regulating 
Medical Prescriptions. 


HE OFFERS AN AMENDMENT 


It Provides Five Years In Jall and 
$10,000 Fine for “Dry” Agents 
Infringing Citizen’s Rights.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The supple- 
mentary prohibition enforcement bill, 
; known as the Anti-Beer bill, was called 
up for consideration in the Senate late 
this afternoon, and Senator Reed of 
i Missouri offered an amendment to it 
making it a felony punishable by ‘five 
| years in the penitentiary or a $10,000 
ifine, or’ both, for any agent or officer 
of the Government to violate the con- 
stitutional or legal rights of a citizen 
in the enforcement of. the prohibition 
laws. 
That the bill will pass appears certain, 
| but a hard fight will be made by those 
| opposed to it, and it may be several 
days before a vote is reached. Senator 
foment directed the onslaught. on the 
; measure today and Senator Broussard 
of Louisiana is expected td direct the 
fight against it tomorrow. Senator 
Sterling, in charge of the bill, cancelled 
a trip to Europe in order to remain in 
command of the ‘‘ drys’’ in their effort 
to force the bill through. 

Senator Reed denounced the bill as a 
direct violation of the Federal Consti- 
tution, declaring that it will ‘strain 
ae ingenuity of any court to find a 
j line of reasoning which will justify the 
| wrenching of the Constitution and the 
| usurpation by Congress of rights never 
| granted the Federal Government under 
| the Constitution.’’ He argued that the 
| Eighteenth Amendment specifically re- 
fers to aicone! for ‘‘ beverage’’ pur- 


poses, and when Congress legislates be- 
yond that, he said Congress overrides 
the Constitution. 

‘““Observe the language, 
spirituous and vinous liquors may be 
prescribed for medical purposes. In 
other words, the bill reads exactly as 
though its provisions were that beer, 
porter, ale and similar liquors shall not 
be prescribed by any physician for the 
care of the sick. What has that to do 
with beverage purposes? By what 
stretch of the language or the Consti- 
tution can the proponents of the bill 
claim that the inhibition upon a doctor

scription for beverage purposes. 

‘*T do not wish to say anything harsh, 
but I do say that a man who thinks 
more of his prohibition proclivities and 
prejudices than he does of the Consti- 
tution which he swore before Almighty 
God he would sustain is a bad citizen 


and an unworthy member of the Amer- | 


ican Republic. 

‘“‘ How any man can stand up on this 
floor,’’ he declared, ‘‘and say that it 
was ever contemplated that the word 
‘beverage ’ 
from its natural meaning as to cover 
tne prescription of a physician on good 
faith to a sick person, is beyond my 
power of imagination. That will not 
make a bit of difference to the pro- 
ponents of the bill, but it ought to make 
a difference to some of the members of 
the Senate.’’

YANKS: GAIN LEAD 
DESPITE DRUBBING 


While Losing to Tigers, 8 to 3, 
_ Hugmen Pass Indians, Twice 
Thumped by Senators. 


ONLY 7 HITS OFF LEONARD 


Hurler Keeps New York’s Blows 
Scattered, While Mates Bunch 
Bingles Off Shawkey. 


COBB, IS THE BATTING HERO 


Georgia Peach ‘Whales Four-Base 
Smash In Honor of Fourth Son; 
Also Gets a) Three-Bagger. 


It failed to occur to. any of the 12,000 
disgruntled fans who oozed forth from 
the Polo Grounds shortly after 5:30 P. 
M. yesterday that they had just watched 
the Yankees fight their way into first 
place. In point of fact, the predominat- 
ing impression was that they were a 
pretty fortunate gang of ball players to 
be anywhere near the pinnacle and that 
they would have to brace strongly and 
right speedily if they wanted to stay in 
the hunt. And yet, at that time—or 
within an hour or so afterwards—the 
Yankees, humble victims yesterday of 
the lowly and clawless Detroit Tigers, 
were able to look upwards toward the 
waning sun or the early-rising evening 
star and not find their view obstructed 
by any baseball team whatever. 

Many a slur has been, and is being, 
cast throughout this broad and some- 
what narrow land at the Senators resi- 
dent in Washington. Never again will a 
Yankee player or partisan join in harsh 
or ribald comment of this kind. For the 
Senators it was who, whacking the, 
Indians twice in the same sensitive 
place, dragged them from their high 
estate and cast them panting at the feet 
of the New Yorkers, whose chief merit, 
as revealed in their play of yesterday, 
was that they had only one game te 
play instead of two. 
combat they were soundly trounced by 
the Detroit hordes, the tally being 8 
te 3. 

After two days of idleness, during 
which Jupiter Pluvius and his moist 
myriads occupied the Polo Grounds, the 
Yankees resumed activities with the as- 
sistance of the Detroit Tigers. The 
merry men of Miller Huggins were not 
too abrupt in getting busy after their 
lay-off, fearing that a sudden shift into 
high might be harmful. In fact, they 


were inclined to let Ty Cobb and his 
myrmidons attend to all the speed and 
action while they contented themselves 
with the rédle of onlookers. In conse- 
uence of this wily slothfulness, the 
igers wandered off with the honors of 
the occasion without undue effort. 


Cobb Master Mauler. 


The contest furnished about 12,000 
fans with sufficient chagrin and sur- 
prise to iast them at least overnight. 
The chagrin arose chiefly from the 
booting by the Yanks of a great chance 
te gain much more ground on the 
league-leading Indians than was ac- 
tualiy accomplished. The surprise was 
due to the fact that the Tigers, who had 
lost .en games in a row to the New 
Yorkers, were able to roll the local ag- 
gregation up in a ball with such con- 
summate ease. 

The~hitting was light, Leonard for the 
visitors granting only seven hits, while 
Shawkey, who got the box assignment 
for the Manhattanites, allowed but 
eight safe drives. However, the thumps 
of the Tigers were iong, long thumps 


and they were usualiy so piaced a8 t0| pjlay—Bassler, Bush and Blue.

Promoter Scheduled to Meet 
Willard’s Manager Relative 
to Bout With Dempsey. 


The test definite step toward closing 
the proposed return heavyweight cham- 
| pionship battle between Jack Dempsey, 
the title-holder, and Jess Willard, Pot- 
tawatomie giant from whom Dempsey 
won the title, probably will be taken 
this afternoon. A conference is sched- 
uled between Promoter Tex Rickard, 
who promoted the Toledo battle two 
years ago, and Ray Archer, Willard’s 
business representative, when it is 
likely something definite will be ac- 
complished. 


Rickard declared yesterday he had re- 
ceived a wire from Willard, who is at 


his home in Lawrence, Kan., .instruc- 
ing the promoter that the former cham- 
pion was ready for battle and prepared 
to talk terms. Willard in his communi- 
cation advised the promoter that Ar- 
cher would visit him and discuss the 
conditions for the roposed Dempsey 
contest. The wire advised Rickard that 
Archer is empowered to discuss terms 
for the former champion. 

On the eve of che expected conference 
Rickard reiterated his attitude toward 
the proposed bout. Under no conditions, 
the promoter said, would he countenance 
a contest between Dempsey and Wil- 
lard under his auspices uniess he was 
first assured that Willard could and 
would get into proper condition for such 
a contest. 


Jess Must Get Into Shap». 


““I think a bout between Dempsey and 
Willard would prove interesting, pro- 
vided, of course, that Willard can whip 
himself into condition for the battle,’’ 
said Rickard. ‘‘ Given assurances that 
; Willard can get into shape for a tough 


beut, L am ready to arrange and pro- 
mote it. If Jess can’t get into the shape 
I think necessary for another meeting 
with Dempsey, however, I will have 
ncething to do with rematching the men. 
Everything depends on Willard’s pres- 
ent condition and the prospects of his 
attaining fighting form again. I am pre- 
pared to give him all the time he re- 
quires to fit himself. I know, and Jess 
ihimself knows now, that in facing 
Dempsey. he will be opposing one of the 
greatest boxers of all times 

‘TIT think, however, that if Willard got 
|himself back into condition he would 
| give Dempsey a harder battle in a re- 
|} turn go than was the case at Toledo. 
Before the Toledo bout I actually felt 
sorry for Dempsey: Honestly, I didn’t 
;concede Dempsey a chance against the 
giant, Willard,,and every time I thought 





2/of the bout I.Was sorry for the lad who 


aspired to the championship. Willard 
} didn’t think he had a chance of losing 
the title, and that was what cost him 
;the championship. Jess, instead of con® 
|ceding Dempsey a chance, went through 
|his training on the theory that Dempsey 
would prove an easy opponent. The 
result was that he didn’t train properly 
for,the bout. * 

‘““The lesson may have changed Wil- 
lard entirely. In fact, I think it has. 
Jess now is eager to secure another 
match against Dempsey. He is confi- 
dent he can at least make a better show- 
ing than he did in Toledo and, personal- 
ly, I think he can if he gets into proper 
shape. I think, too, that the public 
would enjoy another bout between 
Dempsey and Willard.’’ 


Wilson Ready to Talk Terms. 


While making advances in his nego- 
tiations for another Dempsey-Willard 
bout, Rickard is not overlooking the 
| prospects for a return engagement be- 
tween Johnny Wilsonasand Bryan Dow- 
ney to settle the middleweight cham- 
pionship mess existing between these 
two boxers. The promoter announced 
that he had received word 
from Leo P. Flynn, who is dickering for 
Rickard, with Wilson, that the Boston 
boxer is ready to talk terms for an- 
other meeting with Downey. Flynn's 
wire came from Providence. Rickard 
immediately instructed Plynn to proceed 
to Boston and personally discuss terms 
for another Downey bout with Wilson. 

Rickard stated that when he had re- 
ceived positive word from Wilson on 
the latter’s terms and attitude toward 
a return match with Downey, he would 
arrange another meeting with Jinrmy 
Dunn, Downey's manager, to close the 
Cleveland boxer’s end of the proposed 
| match. The battle is planned for Labor 
Day in the arena at Jersey City.

Oval. From one end of the bout to the} 
other Giobons, bringing into play all the | 
ringcraft of which he is capable, out-} 
classed Ratner at every stage of the | 
contest. The St. Paul veteran outboxed ; 
und outgeneraled the lad from the} 
Ibronx. Tne marked superiority of Gib- | 
bons in defensive skill und offensive! 
consistency was so. great that Ratner 
never had a chance. | 

The contest was not interesting. Gib- | 
bons’s overwhelming advantage In box- 
ing knowledge and execution, coupled 
with Ratner’s absolute inability to un- 
dertake anything even remotely resem- 
bling a retaliatory offensive, robbed the 
contest of any element of competition. | 
Gibbons just simply proceeded, round} 
ufter round, with a monotony which} 
ktecame irksome as the bout progressed, 
tc pummel Ratner about the ring at will 
end without encountering any dangerous 
resistance. 

Ratner struck less than a dozen clean 
blows through the bout. The Bronx lad 
didn’t have time to set up any one plan | 
£ battle with hopes of following it} 
through. He was too busy on the de- 
fense for an offensive. From the open- 
ing gong Gibbons had his adversary re- 
treating before a steady attack, which, 
while Hght and cmanucitine, nevertheless 
was consistent in the accumulation of a 
margin on points which could only have 
been improved upon by a knockout suc- 

ss for the St. Paul veteran. At no 
time during the bout was there any evi- | 
dence that Gibbons would-win decisively. 
Ratner, with the stamina of youth and 
an appropriate le etry for a ringman, 
absorbed all his rival’s assaults without 
weakening. The only evidence of the 
» unching he received Ratner showed in 
a cut under the left optic. Gfbbons 
drew blood from this wound in the third 
session and it bled thereafter as Gib- 
bons pecked steadily at it. 

Though outclassed and buffeted about, 
Ratner was not discouraged. He tried 
willingly enough, but he was incapable 
of attaining an effective objective. 
Times without number Ratner let fly 
wickedly with left hooks or right swings’ 
for Gibbons’s face or jaw, but invariably | 
Gibbons stepped nimbly back out of 
harm’s way, ducked to let the punches | 
swish harmlessly about his neck, or 
threw up his arms and took the blows ; 
on bicep or forearm. Ratner never gave 
up trying, but he was trying against a 
man who at one time was proclaimed 
the cleverest boxer in the ring, and who 
still retains enough of the old een | 
to offset the advantages of youth an 
embodied in_ his_ spirited 
younger arrivals.

DISARMING AND POLICY. 


' It was a saying of Mr. GLapsToNe’s 
that it is really governmental policy 
which determines governmental ex- 
penditure. When the Government de- 
cides on a given course of action, the 
money to carry it out has to be voted 
almost automatically. This is plainty 
just as true of funds devoted to mili- 
tary purposes as to any other. Arma- 
ments, whether on land or sea, do not 
spring out of the ground. They are 
the direct result of national policy. 
New fleets are built and armies are 
increased only in pursuance of plans 
adopted by Cabinets, Parifaments and 
Congresses. And the reverse is clearly 
just as certain—there can be no seri- 
ous reduction of military expenditures 
until the policy upon which they are 
based is itself modified. 
This principle, as bearing upon 
present world conditions, has never 
been more lucidly stated than by “the 
Prime Minister of Australia, Mr. W. 
‘M. Hucues. In his address before the 
American Luncheon Club in London, 
he came frankly to efips with the 
question of limiting armaments as it 
{s to be brought before the Washing- 
ton conference. With great force he 
gave it as his belief that there would 
be no use at all in discussing disarma- 
ment unless the Pacific questions were 
first settled. Why is it that there are 
ngering or renewed dangers of naval 
valry? Not because either of the 
sth ' drawn into it eares for great

There are conflicting interests and 
nascent disputes, which, so long as 
there is no agreed settlement, will pre- 
vent the countries involved from 
assenting to any merely abstract plan 
of disarmament. Get the policies right 
first and then the cutting down of 
military outlay will follow almost as a 
matter of course. Premier HUGHES 
was asked if he had hopes that the 
Washington eofference would suc- 
ceed. His reply was that it would if 
it recognized the facts. ‘* Wars spring 
out of circumstances.’’ The con- 
trolling problems today, as affecting 
the great naval Powers, 
Pacific. Once arrive at an all-round 
settlement of these, and the entire dis- 
armament quéstion becomes secon- 
dary, or merely one of detail. 

It has been obvious from the first 
that considerations like ‘these were 
vivid in the mind of the Washington 
Administration at the time of sending 
cut invitations for the conference.

Hucues linked the question of the 
Pacific with what was supposed to be 
purely a discussion of swollen and 
costly naval armaments. But the two 
things are inseparable. No useful 
understanding, or agreement, could be 
reached on the question of disarma- 
ment unless the causes which lead to 
arming were first got rid of. And 
there can be no doubt in what order 
the subjects will be taken up. First 
of all, the Pacific Powers must strive 
to compose their differences. An in- 
ternational and enforceable agreement 
must be sought, including primarily 
Great Britain, the United States, 
Japan and China, whereby peace in 
the Orient shall be assured. That 
great step once taken, the way to at- 
y large armaments will 
immediately be open._ sAgain policy 
will controlled expenditure.

THE PENNSYLVANIA AND THE 
LABOR BOARD. 

In stipulating that employés of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad shall sign their 
ballots when voting for men to repre- 
sent them, the Labor Board has made 
a strange ruling. Free election re- 
quires that every vote shall be cast 
without reference to the opinion of 
others; and, by the board’s own rul- 
ing, ‘‘ duly authorized representa- 
tives ’’ of the union shall be members 
of the general committee for ‘‘ 
ing, counting and tabulating ’’ the re- 
turns. For a man to cast a signed 
ballot against the union ticket would 
be to incur enmity and render himself 
liable to indefinite persecution. 

The crucial difficulty between the 
Pennsylvania and the Labor Board is, 


receiv- 


however, far deeper. It centres in 
the interpretation of the principle of 
** collective bargaining,’’ and of what 
constitutes ‘‘ representatives of the la- 
borers’ own choosing ’’; and it leads 
directly to the question of the open 
shop. It is asserted by the Federated 
Shop Crafts, and not denied by the 
Pennsylvania, that the unionized men 
are in a majority. Shall they be per- 
mitted to vote for their organization as 
such to represent them? And, having 
carried the election, shall the organi- 
zation be empowered to appoint repre- 
sentatives ‘‘ other than employés ’’ of 
the Pennsylvania? In other words, 
shall the Pennsylvania be obliged to 
deal with outside representatives of 
the union in arriving at agreements 
and decisions that affect all its em- 
ployés, non-union as well as union 
men? There is much reason on both 
sides. Employés insist on the right to 
be represented, as employers are, by 
the best available talent—by men, 
moreover, who are not hampered by 
fear of losing their jobs. The railway, 
on the other hand, knows very well 
that delegates sent by the union work 
for the union, and are prone to sacri- 
fice to it the welfare of the employés 
immediately concerned, of the railway 
and of the public. Union representa- 
tion is the most powerful of entering 
wedges for the closed shop. 

Here again the decision of the Labor 
Board is highly questiondble: 

The Labor Board also holds that the 
employés may vote for representatives 
who are not employés of the carrier, 
if they so desire, just as the carrier 
may select a representative who is 
neither a director nor a stockholder. 
It is out of line with the customary 
procedure in this country to contend 
that a party to any suit or controversy 
in any court or tribunal shall be de- 
nied counsel and be compelled to rep- 
resent himself, 

No declaration could be clearer as to 
the right of the organized majority to 
impose the will of its union upon a 
minority of non-union men. It is in 
what follows that the note of insincer- 
ity appears: 

It seems, however, that the employés 
in this instance were not asking to 
have the name of any outsider placed 
upon the ballot, but simply the name 
of their organization, whith would 
have resulted, as the carrier well 
knew, in the employés being repre- 
sented by the officers of the organi- 
zation who are employés of the car- 
rier. 

In view of the ’s explicit and 
uncompromising declaration that the 
unionized majority has a right to in- 
ject outside representatives of” the

But a violation of 
the universally conceded right of a 
voter to privacy is not a non-essential, 
nor yet the camouflaging of a decision 
that places the railway and its non- 
union employés in the power of out- 
side union offfcials. 


FINANCING AGRICULTURAL 
EXPORTS. 

Senator Hircucock gives figures 
showing that the War Finance Cor- 
poration is lending only millions 
where billions are needed, but what 
is his alternative? The remarks 
he now makes would have been more 
useful during the attempts to ‘‘ gal- 
‘* vanize the corporation into bene- 
‘* ficial activity.’’ It is true that the 
corporation has financed only 1 per 
cent. of some exports arfd 2 per cent. 
of others. Nevertheless, the eor- 
poration has done useful work in a 
limited way. The Senate has in- 
trusted it with the financing of $100,- 
000,000 of farm loan bonds. Previously 
it had been commissioned to fund a 
half billion of railway debts. If the 
corporation is unequal to its work, is it 
more its own fault than that o7 its 
creator? The lawmakers seem _ to 
think they can enact credit as easily 
as the Bolsheviki can print rubles. 

The Finance Corporation has to ap- 
ply to those who have the ‘dollars 
which it 1s to advance, for it has none 
of its own. The dollars which the cor- 
poration must borrow on pledge must 
be earned by somebody, and will be 
withdrawn from other uses, The over- 
working of the corporation is: as evi- 
dent as its inability by itself to do 
the work expected ofv-it. Senator 
HITcHcock should have tried to show 
how the corporation might do its 
necessary work. Senator HEFLIN ut- 
tered nonsense when he said that 
‘* legislation like this drives a dagger 
into the heart of Wall Street.’’ When 
Wall Street is stabbed the country at 
large bleeds more than Wall Street.

STILL ON THE RHINE. 


If resolutions in Congress could have 
withdrawn American troops from Co- 
blenz, they would have been taken 
away long ago. So they would if 
angry inquiries when the Administra- 
tion was going to keep its promise to 
‘‘ bring the boys home” had had any 
effect except to reveal and increase 
irritation. As far as the boys them- 
selves are concerned, they are per- 
fectly contented where they are. Their 
commander, General ALLEN, recently 
said to a troubled American traveler 
that our soldiers on the Rhine would 
vote 1,000 to 1 to stay where they 
are. Yet various excited Senators and 
Representatives have flooded the For- 
eign Affairs Committees with resolu- 
tions calling upon the Administration 
to end the hated”exile of the suffering 
doughboys at Coblenz. 

This Congressional pain and indig- 
nation, which appear slightly artifi- 
cial, will not be allayed by the state- 
ment which Chairman Porter of the 
House committee has just made. Not 
one of the resolutions is to be reported 
out. The reason given is that the 
State Department wants nothing done 
about it at present. Asa result of his 
inquiries, Representative PorTER gives 
it as his ‘ persona} view ” that our 
soldiers will remain in Germany ‘“ un- 
‘* til we have adjusted our affairs with 
‘* that country.’’ 


This announcement 
will dangerously raise the blood pres- 
sure of certain Congressmen, and will 
make “ pro-Germans 
more: 


exclaim once 
‘“* Then were we the more de- 
ceived and betrayed.’’ But the de- 
cision will remain, nevertheless, one 


“of common sense and sound policy, 


snapping its fingers at ‘*‘ the hobgoblin 
of inconsistency.”’ 


THE CANAL TOLLS BILL. 


It is now nearly a ‘month since 
Senator Borauw’s bill providing for free 
passage of American coastwise vessels 
through the Panama Canal was favor- 
ably reported to the Senate. It has 
not yet been called up, though the 
Idaho Senator has insisted that he 
would bring’ it before the Senate at 
the earliest opportunity. Now, how- 
ever, comes the report from Washing- 
ton that President Harpina@ is opposed, 
to any action at present. His objec- 
tions to the measure as it stands are 
twofold. First, it would precipitate a 
dispute with Great Britain, which 
would be highly unfortunate in view- 
of the approaching conference at 
Washington. In the second place, the 
Borah bill would ugdertake to do by 
legislation what the Administration 
believes should be done, if at all, by 
diplomatic negotiation. This position 
seems sound in view of the fact that 
the correct interpretation of the Hay- 
Pauncefote Treaty would be directly 
involved, 

Quite aside from this aspect of the 
canal tolls question, it is important to 
note that there is strong opposition to 
the Borah bill in the Middle West, on 
very practical grounds. The Chicago 
Tribune keeps up its protest against 
what it declares would be a marked 
discrimination against the farmers. It 
calls upon the “ agrarian bloc’’ in 
the Senate to throw all its weight 
agains the Borah bill. In its most re- 
cent discussion of the matter it uses 
the following language:

Such an arrangement is not just to 
the interior.’ Neither is it good busi- 
ness for the nation. The Middle 
Western Senators should be solidly 


against it. 

The legal and moral arguments 
against exempting American. ships 
using the Panama Canal have never 
been stated more powerfully than by 
Senator Root when he held up the 


hands of President WILSON at the time 


of the repeal of the Free Tolls act. 
The reasons then advanced are still | 
valid. They should be sufficient for | 
any American who does not wish to 
see the good faith or fine sense of 
honor of his country brought under 
suspicion. Yet it is an obvious rein- 
forcement for that position when a 
strong expression based on economic 
grounds, or even on a confessed local 
interest, is added to the appeal in the 
name of international morality. 


THE NEW BRITISH SHIPS. 

The four battle cruisers to be laid 
down by Great Britain cannot be com- 
pleted before the Autumn of 1924. By 
that time the sixteen capital ships 
of the American program authorized in 
1916 should be in commission. When 
the Financial Secretary of the Ad- 
miralty said in the House of Commons 
that ‘‘ there are under construction 
‘* whole battle fleets of vessels of a type 
‘*incomparably more powerful than 
‘“‘anything afloat at the battle of 
‘* Jutland,’’ he had in mind naval ex- 
pansion in the United States and in 
Japan. At the beginning of 1921 the 
Japanese Fleet included six powerful 
battleships and four battle cruisers. 
Seven even more powerful battleships 
and eight battle cruisers were build- 
ing or authorized. The new American 
Fleet of sixteen capital ships, all of 
which have been laid down, will also 
be ‘‘ vessels of a type incomparably 
‘* moré powerful than anything afloat 
‘* at the battle of Jutland.’’ 

When the Financial Secretary de- 
clared that there was no challenge in 
the British Government's program of 
four new capital ships, and that they 
could not affect the conference to 
limit armaments proposed by President 
HaRDING, he said a thing hard‘to dis- 
pute, though it does not cover all the 
facts. While Great Britain will not 
have the most powerful navy in 1924, 
her navy is by a diminishing margin 
the most powerful sea fopce today. 
Granting that the new authorization is 
not to be regarded as a challenge, for 
the potential position of the United 
States, at least, is not challengeable, 
it cannot be said that Great Britain’s 
building policy will have no effect upon 
the Washington conference. Her moral 
influence will not be so great there as 
if she had adhered to her resolution 
to build or authorize no more capital 
ships for the present. If her repre- 
sentatives were able to say to the 
conference that Great Britain, having 
reduced her fleet and stopped building 
ships of the first line, felt herself jus- 
tified in“asking the United States and 
Japan to halt their building programs, 
what answer could they have given 
that was not consent?

When the full his- 
tory of the great war 
comes to be written

repatriation of refugees and prisoners 
of war. Some of this work has been 
done under great difficulties, and 
America has had an honorable share in 
it. The long voyage home of Russian 
children, by way of the United States, 
was an episode which carried its own 
touching implications. 

Another effort of a similar kind has 
lately been completed. This was the re- 
turn of Hungarian prisoners of war from 
Vladivostok. The last transport load’ of 
600 sailed from that port early in May. 
It was an achievement in which the 
American Repatriation Committee took 
a leading part. 

To the Chairman of that committee, 
Mr. Fevix M. Warsurg, the chief of the 
Hungarian Red Cross Mission sent a 
letter of grateful acknowledgment. He 
spoke of the ‘invisible monument ’’ in 
Vladivostok to American humanity. 
While singling out for praise the work 
of several individuals, he was most of 
all thankful for the generous spirit 
which organized and supported the 
movement, and assured Mr. Wansure of 
his purpose to ‘‘inform my country 
about the marvelous humanitarian work 
America did for our countrymen in Si- 
beria."’

Both Ways. Crafts, protesting 
against the rewriting of school histories 
in order to omit the ‘‘ painful parts.” 
Yet members of that frail humanity 
which is being chastised by Dr. Crarts’s 
International Reform Bureau may be 
pardoned if they draw from the letter 
the inference that perhaps the Reform 
Bureau is going to reform. 

For Dr. Crarts’s argument applies to 
a good deal more than school histories. 
“We might as well admit,’’ he says, 
**that every biography, every family 
history and every national history is 
dealing with human beings, not angels, 
and frankly face the ‘painful’ facts 
about them.” Why not go one step 
further and add, ‘‘ every work of art’’? 
Our censorious reformers would have all 
literature expurgated until it appears to 
deal only with angels, or with persons 
who fit the reformers’ idea of angels. 
If there are painful facts in history, 
let us admit that there are painful facts 
in present-day life, or at any rate that 
there are facts which seem painful to 
some people. Dr, Crarrs’s argument 
about the school histories is in effect 
a plea for the tolerance of difference 
of opinions; and it is so sound that if 
it were logically carried out the In- 
ternational Reform Bureau would dis- 
appear. 


FOREIGN VALUATION. 


Webster’s Opinion on the 
Passed in 1833. 


To the Editor of The Yew York Times: 

The Senate Finance Committee is 
considering the provision’for ‘“ home 
valuation” contained in the Tariff bill 
which it has received from the House. 
Let me call attention to the fact that 
in the “compromise tariff’ of 1833 a 
provision was inserted that there should 
be a gradual reduction of the duties 
levied by that tariff, and that in the 
year 1842 they should all be reduced 
to a uniform rate of 20 per cent., to 
be levied upon the valuation in the 
United States. When the year 1842 
arrived it became manifest that this 
provision was insufficient to provide 
enough revenue for the support of the 
Government, and the question of the 
basis upon which ad valorem duties 
should be levied was also discussed. 

Daniel Webster, who was then Secre- 
tary of State, was consulted by the 
President, and gave his opinion in 
favor of a change in the act of 1833. 
He says (Vantyne’s Letters of Daniel 
Webster, page 246): 

“Ir support of this opinion, the 
undersigned suggests, in the first place, 
the great, if not the insurmountable, 
difficulties of establishing a home valu- 
ation at any port, without running the 
risk of producing such diversity, in the 
estimates of.value, as shall not only 
lead to great practical inconvenience, 
but. interfere, also, in effect, with the 
constitutional provisions, that duties and 
imposts shall be equal in all States.” 

This opinion prevailed, and ever since 
then ad valorem duties have been col- 
lected upon the foreign valuation. 

The reasons for this are certainly 
much stronger now than they were in 
1842. The enormous growth of this 
country has necessarily produced a dif- 
ference -in value in different ports. 
Many articles, for example,*of import 
command a different price in San 
Francisco from that which they do in 
New York. How is it possible then to 
fix a home valuation which shall be 
uniform? Section 8, Article I. of the 
Constitution is express: 

“All duties, imposts and excises shall 
be _unifo throughout the United 
States.”

BURNING DROUGHT IN ALPS. 


Further Study of This Legislation Sun's Rays Light Fires and Water 


Is Advised. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The comments in this morning’s TIMES 
on Senator Reed's attitude with refer- 
ence to the Sheppard-ToWwner bill are 
quite justified, but it is most unfortunate 
that the objections to the passage of this 
measure are not regarded in a more seri- 
ous light. The limitations necessarily 
imposed on a letter submitted for publi 
cation in your columns would not permit | 
of a thorough discussion of the objec-| 
tions to this particular bill. No one can 
honestly claim any disagreement with | 
the underlying factors which seem to 
demand the attention of the Federal 
Government, namely, better care for the! 
prospective mother. The quarrel is not 
so much with the possible need of such 
care, although this is much disputed, 
but with the methods proposed for pro- 
viding the same. Senator Reed's stric- 
tures against Instruction In maternity 
care given by unmarried women are well 
answered in your comment. 

Some at least of the instruction desired | 
can undoubtedly be given through the me- 
dium of trained nurses as proposed in the 
bill, but the directing power should be in 


‘the hands of medically trained persons 


and not those whose interest in the ques- 
tion is largely sociological. We have 
had ample experience with the handling 
of strictly medical questions by the laity, 
and it were better, it seems to me at 
least, if the carrying out of a measure 
of this kind could be postponed until 
proper agencies have been developed to 
carry out the same. The multiplication 
of governmental bureaus, each confined 
to a limited field, without co-operation 
and co-ordination, is not conducive either 
to economy or to progress. There seems 
to be no more reason for a minor bureau 
in the Department of Labor to take up 
the question of better maternity care 
than for the Department of State to at- 
tempt the eradication of the threatened 
pellagra plague described in another 
column of today’s TIMES. 

~-The question of providing better ma- 
ternity care is largely medical and 
medicine of today has become a science 
and not an industry, which should im- 
mediately divorce it from the Depart- 
ment of Labor and place its activities in 
a more congenial atmosphere. 

One of tfe most serious objections. to 
the Sheppard-Towner btilt resides in the 
fact that the community interest, so 
vital to the success of welfare work, is} 
completely subordinated, financially, | 
scientifically and otherwise, to a. single | 
person—the head of the Children’s Bu-/{ 
reau of the Department of Labor—with- 
out suitable control by a properly con- | 
stituted board of review. Community 
developments financially f-stered on a 
fifty-fifty basis by Federal agencies are 
known to result in financial extrava- 
gances and maladministration. . If the 
subject of better maternity care demands | 
the attention of the Federal Govern- 
ment, then let this be done threugh the/} 
medium of the Public Health Service or 
a national department of health, organ- 
ized for such purposes. 

The Sheppard-Towner bill is vague in 
everything but its title and financial 
provisions. A personal participation in 
a hearing before the House Committee 
has convinced me of the necessity for 
further consideration by the public and 
their representatives. in Congress of thi 
important measure, the passage of which 
in its present form will delay rather than 
further any hope for better care of 
mothers and children.

BERNE, Aug. 4.—The long-continued 

drought and heat in Switzerland is 

causing the authorities great anxiety. 

Already in some places the water sup- 
ply is cut off at certain hours, and al- 
though the glaciess are melting at a ter- 
rific rate, owing to the scorching sun, 
and frequently wash away stretches of 
the roads and mountain railway lines, 
nevertheless the springs and non-glacier 
streams and lakes are drying up. 

So general has this become that the 
Swiss Government has just appojnted a 
special commission of experts tb con- 
sider what, meastires must now be taken 
to safeguard the country’s water sup- 
ply for domestic use and for electrical 
power in case of there being another 
such drought. 

The commission will also study the 
best methods ‘of accumulating electric 
power with the glacier water, which is 
plentiful now, so that it car-be used in 
Winter. 

Hitherto there has been no rainfall 
beyond occasional showers, and the 
thunderstorms have made matters 
rather worse because, the lightning has 
struck trees and set forests on fire. 

One forest in the Engadine, at a 
height of about 7,000 feet, Was thus set 
ablaze, and, despite all the efforts of the 
peasantry, most of the trees have been 
destroyed or injured. 

Certain swamps which have dried up 
produce peculiar inflammable gases. 
These gases have been set alight by the 
sun’s rays, and the result is that at 
night the swamps look as if will-o’-the- 
wisps were whisking about them, and 
in the daytime clouds of smoke rise 
from all this part of the country. 

According to Swiss farmers, unless the 
United States and the British domin- 
ions can send enough cereals and fruit. 
Central Europe will be short of food 
next Winter. 


NEW ANTI-RABIES SERUM. 


Thirty-six Dogs to Be Used In Test 
of French Discovery.

PARIS, Aug. 4.—An experiment in in- 
oculating dogs against rabies with new 
serum is to be tried on a large scale 
next week at Alfort Veterinary School 
under the direction of Professor Vallée. 

Thirty-six dogs are to be segregated 
for several months so as to assure that 
they are in perfect health. Then the 
whole thirty-six will be injected with 
rabies virus.. Three days later half the 
number will be treated with the 
serum and half left to their fate. : 

If at the end of a year the first eigh- 
feen are alive and wetl and the second 
eighteen dead the experiment and serum 
are to be regarded as having providea 
complete proof of the possibilily of in- 
eculating animals against rabies. 

The new serum is the discovery of Pro- 
fessor Marie and its principal difference 
already known anti-rabies 
serums is that only two or three injec- 
tions are needed against twenty-one 
necessary with the present treatment. If 
the serum is found to be efficacious with 
cogs it will later be tried on human 
beings who have been bitten by rabid 
dogs.

Sir Hardman Soon to Quit Post

LONDON, Friday, Aug. 5.—It was re- 

ported yesterday that Sir Hardman 

Lever had resigned his post as Treasury

Hardman, who was an accountant 
in America when the war broke out, of- 
fered his services to the British Govern- 
ment, and worked as financial advise 
to the Ministry of Munitions.

Questioned regarding the report of his 
resignation, Sir Hardman Lever said he 
had not resigned, but that he under- 
took his present post only for a limited 
period, which was now coming to an 
end. He was then going to leave State 
finance and after a holiday would pos- 
sibly go back to the United States, 
‘‘though it is too early yet to say,” he 


dded.

AUSTRALIA TO ACT ALONE 


But WIIl Co-operate With Other Do- 
minions in Empire Communications. 


LONDON, Aug. 4 (Canadian Press).— 
Australia has withdrawn from the 
scheme of empire communications 
adopted by the Wirsless Committee of 
the Imperial Conference, but has 
promised to co-operate with the other 
British Dominions in carrying out the 
plan which has been adopted by the 
committee, it was reported here last 
night. The plan was evolved following 
a discussion of communications between 
the Dominions and the mother country, 
during which several of the Premiers 
declared that the transmission of news 
reports between the Dominion capitals 
and London should be facilitated, 

Under the present scheme there would 
be four or five relays of dispatches be- 
fore Australia/ would receive them, and 
Premier Hughes declared that direct 
communication between England and 
Australia, or at least a system with only 
one relay, would be possible. He in- 
tends to leave the Australian Parlia- 
thent free to adopt any scheme, con- 
trolled either privately or by the State, 
Australia undertaking the financial re- 
sponsibility. 


K. OF C. TO AID ITALIANS. 


‘Will Raise $1,000,000 for Welfare 
Work at Pope’s Request. 


SAN FRANCISGO, Aug. 4.—At the re- 
quest of Pope Benedict XV. the Knights 
of Columbus have decided to raise 
$1,000,000 to inaugurate ,American wel- 
fare work in Italy, it was announced at 
the International Knights of Columbus 
annual convention here today. The fund 
will be raised by popular subscription 
among the membership of the order. 

‘* Pope Benedict has requested this ac- 
tivity on the part of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus to conserve faith and aid in the 
mental and physical development of 
Italian youth,”’ said Supreme Advocate 
Jeseph ¢. Pelletier of Boston. ‘‘ It is 
our aint to go into Italy and introduce 
American welfare work, to repay Italy 
in part the debt laid upon America when 
Columbus, the great Italian, found this 
western world.and made it possible for 
Christendom to extend its sphere.’’ 

Mr. Pelletier added that it was im- 
probable that the Knights of Columbus 
would extend the organization proper 
into Italy, saying that the immediate 
plans called for the establishment of an 
American service centre in Rome under 
the patronage of Pope Benedict. 

Supreme night James A. Flaherty 
announced that Peter Krantsze of Chi- 
eago, consul at Luxemburg, had tele- 
graphed the first donation of $5,000. 


GENERALELECTRIC CUTS PAY 


12,000 Employes Accept Terms to 
Keep Lynn Plant Running. 


LYNN, Mass., Aug. 4.—A wage reduc- 
tion affecting 12,000 employes_of the 
General Electric Company’s plant heer 
was announced today.

GOV. HARDING LAUDS 


THE RESERVE BOARD 


Declares It Deserves Gratitude 
Because It Saw Depression 
Coming and Acted. 


s 
HAS A STORMY SESSION 


Clashes With Illinois Representa- 
tive, Who Also Has Words 
With Ogden Mills. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Credit poli- 
cies of the Federal Reserve system cons 
tinued under examination of a Congres- 
sional commission today, in a continu- 
ously stormy atmosphere, with Governor 
Harding of the Reserve Board as the 
sole witness. 

““The Federal Reserve Board did not 
create this financial depression,’’ Gaov- 
ernor Harding exclaimed toward the end 
of the day. ‘It saw it coming, and 
got ready to protect things, and people 
ought to be grateful it did so. Now all 
we need is cessation of pessimism, 
which marks bad times as foolish opti- 
mism marks good times. We all know 
now everybody was going crazy in the 
boom during the Fall of 1919. 

“This situation is going to work out. 
There’s no comparison between the con- 
dition a year ago and conditions today. 
Take cotton, with a low yleld and ex- 
ports picking up. Banks everywhere are 
fully justified now in carrying loans. 

“All we've got to do is to get out 
of everlasting pessimism and quit say- 
ing everything is going to the dogs. 
Why, a man has to put up a good, 
cheerful face if he wants credit. You 
can’t talk to the banker like you do to 
the tax assessor."’ 


Engage in Sharp Passage. 


Previously a sharp passage had taken 
place in which Representative Funk, 
Republican, of Illinois; Representative 
Mills, Republican, of New York, and 
Governor Harding participated. 

“I’m keenly disappointed,’’ Represent 
ative Funk said, ‘‘ because the reserve 
system has been challenged, complained 
of, criticised and charged on one ground, 
that it has discriminated against agri- 
culture. And we've not heard one word 
from this witness.” 

Representative Mills leaped to the 
fray, asserting that the commission had 
‘‘allowed John Skelton Williams, for- 
mer Controller of the Currency, during 
two days to make charge after charge 
against the Reserve Board,'’ and that 
Governor Harding was entitied in ** con- 
mon justice’’ .o the privilege of a de- 
tailed response, 

Mr. Funk told Mr. Mills te ‘‘ handle 
youc affairs, and I'll handle mine,”’ 
while Chairman Anderson ruled that the 
Governor was “‘ within ‘his rights.’’ 

‘**Has the Reserve Board cdlled in 
farm credits?’’ Mr. Funk demanded 
later. 

‘“* No, sir, it never has,'* Governor 
Harding retorted. 

‘“* How about the circulars of the San 
Francisco Reserve Bank,” Mr. Funk 
continued, ‘‘concerning the price of 
wheat in 1920?" ; 

‘““I never hearg that before,’’ Gov- 
ernor Harding sdid. ‘‘ Did it cause a 
break in wheat prices? "’ 

‘It had some effect,’’ Mr. 
sponded. 

‘The bdard has cautioned Reserve 
banks not to issue circulars,’’ Governor 
Harding continued. ‘‘Its the job of a 
banker to look to the value of his col- 
lateral, but to do it in a quiet way. It 
is not the function of the Reserve sys- 
tem to regulate prices, up or down, but 
to maintain credits.”’ 


Funk re- 


Declares Board Misrepresented. 


In general, Mr. Harding said, ‘‘ the 
attitude of the Reserve Board toward 
agriculture has been greatly misunder- 
stood and grossly misrepresented."’ 

‘The whole trouble with the Reserve 
system in meeting agricultural demands 
is that Reserve banks do not and can 
not lend to individual borrowers,’”’ he 
added. ‘‘ The paper of borrowers must 
get into hands of member banks before 
it gets to the system.”’ 

Giving the history of increases of re- 
discount rates in 1919 and 1920, Gov- 
ernor Harding asserted that Mr. Wil- 
liams, one of its chief critics, had taken 
part in the rulings. The ideal system, 
he said, would be to maintain rediscount 
rates just above market rates on 
money, thus avoiding inflation and yet 
offering practically unlimited credit. 

Legal limitations, he held, governed 
the board at all times, and control of 
credit policies ought to and did centre 
upon the twelve district Heserve banks. 

‘* Curiously, I have never heard a com- 
plaint from one bank in the Atlanta 
district which Mr. Williams charged had 
to pay 87 per cent. on Reserve borrow- 
ings,’’ Mr. Harding said, ‘* but the 
board, after learning of the extreme in- 
stances of penalties and charges which 
resulted from the progressive rate sys- 
tem, now no longer in effect, did order 
money returned to every member bank 
in excess of 12 per cent. The amounts 
were small, about $20,000 in the United 
States, and in an extreme Alabama cage 
the total returned was $2,281.’’ 

Governor Harding gave a detailed ex- 
planation of the restraints imposed on 
credits during what he referred to as 
the ‘‘ crisis,” declaring that their prin- 
ciple was that of penalizing borrowers 
who took o of the Reserve system 
sums disproportionate to their own re- 
sources. Tables, charts-and explana- 
tions were left to be dealt with tomor- 
row. 

Representative Funk sald that in 1920 
there ‘‘ had been a feeling in the West 
that reserves were not being made avail- 
able for their banks."’ 

“The feeling was not warranted,’ 
Governor Harding said, ‘‘ and I want to 
discuss it later. The difficulty was in 
the unsuitability of some of the availa- 
ble paper.”’ 

The question of individual credit ex- 
tension ‘‘ clearly is up to the Reserve 
bank,’’ Governor Harding said. ‘‘ Now, 
if through prejudice or other cause the 
district bank refused a rediscount, the 
member bank might appeal to the Re- 
serve Board, but up to that point we 
could mot interfere. 

‘-Tit is true that the Reserve Board has 
power to charge an interest rate on re- 
discounts after it has been put into ef- 
ect by a district bank, but that has 
never been exercised.’’. 

Limits of a member bank’s right to 
borrow through the Reserve system, the 
Governor explained, were set by a 
‘* basic line’’ charted out of computa- 
tions of banking resources, but he said 
the determination was ‘*‘ now no longer 
important, simce progressive rates of in- 
terest have been abolished.’’ 

‘““There is no use denying very large 
accommodations were granted in the 
Fall of 1920,’ Governor Harding con- 
tinued. ‘‘I was sitting at my desk get- 
ting telegrams from one Reserve bank 
asking for rediscounts from another. It 
was pretty close figuring trying to 
keep up the reserves, but there never 
was a time when one of those requests 
was turned down.” 

Presenting a chart, he said the cur- 
rency circulation was being ‘tncreased: 
during 1920, and the loan accounts, too, 
remarking that this was the,period con- 
cerning which complaints of restricion 
were now being made. 


Feared Fall of Gold heserves. 


“It looked as though our gold re- 
serves would fall below the legal re- 
quirements,”’ he said, '' and it wag neces- 
sary not to aJarm anybody as to the 
value of our currency. If the United 
States wishes to go on a paper basis 
that is the business of Congress, not of 
the Reserve Board.” 

Gold reserves, Governor Harding said, 
should be allowed to drop in emer- 
gencies, but be kept’ up in normal 
periods and increased. 

‘‘I have nothing to palliate or con- 
ceal,’’ Governor Harding said at aa- 
other point, ‘‘ but in considering the 
board’s action during the economic crisis 
we have weathered, just im e the

Using Reply-Paid Messages in 
Paris, It Saves 10,000°F rancs 
a Day.

Specj4l Cable to THz New Yorx TIMES, 
PARIS, Aug. 4.—Every evening, says 
the Paris paper l'Oeuvre, a_ certain 
American banking house deposits at.the 
Central Telegraph Office 400 reply-paid 
cablegrams to America. Each of the 
cablegrams contains three words, in- 
cluding address and signature. And by 
this simple manoeuvre, says 1l’Oeuvre, 
the bank in question saves 10,500 francs 

a day. 

The operation is the simplest in the 
world. It is all a question of exchange 
and the difference in cable tolls on this 
side and the other. Here a cablegram 
costs 1 franc 25 centimes a word. From 
America here it costs 25 cents or 3 
francs 25 centimes a word. But by pay- 
ing the reply at thig end a saving can 
be made of 2 francs on every word and 
that’s what the bank in question does. 
By sending 400 reply-paid cables the 
bank can obtain the right to 6,000 words 
in reply at 2 francs a word less than 
the New York office would pay to send 
direct. 

Those cablegrams are sent through | 
England as being the cheapest route, 
and the French Post Office has to pay 


to the English Post Office the difference 
between the French and English rates. 
That is, for every telegram the French 
Post Office receives 18 francs 65 cen- 
times, but it has to pay out 56 francs 
for the cost of transmission through 
England.

Interest on yesterday’s ‘markets was 
; chiefly directed to the sharp recovery 


‘}of 4 cents in sterling and the rise a) 


call money rates to 6 per cent., for the 
first time fn a fortnight. The Higher 
; Money was probably a temporary inci- 
dent, caused by shifting of Government 
balances. Diversion of credits from New 
York seemed to be indicated by the 
weekly report of the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, which showed a de- 
crease of $45,900,000 in that institution’s 
share of the system's central gold fund. 
A moderate rise in call money rates | 
has long been familiar on the approach | 
of the harvest season, when interior ; 
banks are apt to draw on New York, | 
but the movement has usually begun | 
{only in the last weeks of August. 

| -Possibly because of the higher call} 
| money rate but more probably because | 
| of a halt by the speculators to take | 
(their bearings on the market, yester- | 
day’s movement on the Stock Exchange | 
was negligible. Most ofs the day’s| 
changes were only fractional, with net! 
declines more numerous but the ad-| 
vances on the whole more impresaive. | 
The advance in bond market prices was | 
checked except for the United States’ 
war loans, which were conspicuously | 
strong. 

The shifting of credits in the central 
gold fund from New York to-other re-| 
serve districts, with the resultant de- | 
crease in the New York bank's gold| 
reserye, caused a fall th its reserve per- | 
centage from 72% to 69%, but the per- 
centage of the entire reserve system 
rose to a new high figure. This was 
partly due to moderate further reduc- 
tion in rediscounts, in note cireutation | 
and in reserve credits for member banks. 
The decrease in loans and circulation 
was smaller, however, than it has been 
in recent weeks; a reminder that the 
active Autumn season is at any rate 
approaching and that incréasé in both 
accounts will presently be in order. 
| Such expansion, both of circulation and 
\rediscounts, occurred even last Autumn 
in the face of falling prices and de- 
clining trade activity; it marked the fi- 
| nancing of home trade, whose require- 
ments are always greatly enlarged in 
those months even of the most inactive 
business year. But the real cause of 
the higher reserve percentage of the 
Federal system was the week’s addition 
of $21,500,000 to its gold reserve, making 
| $91,000,000 increase since the end of 
June. 

This extraordinary movement in the 
Federal Reserve merely reflects the 
position of the United States in the 
world’s gold market. The Reserve 
Board, which compiles and classifies 
our gold exports and imports by ten- 

periods, “yesterday reported that 
between July 10 and July 20 the arrivals 
of foreign gold were $32,054,000, making 
| $45,110,000 since the beginning of the 
month and indicating upward of $60,- 
000,000 for the whole of July. Based 
on the board's compilations of the total 
gold /imports of the year.to the latest 
date reported, it may be safely estimated 
that up to the present moment the gold 
importations of 1921 have footed up not 
far from $425,000.000. 

There is no indication of a check to the 
movement. While it ds true that part 
of our recent imports (from Sweden 
and Holland especially) may have been 
Russian gold melted up at the Stock- 
holm mint, those importations have not 
made up one-sixth of the year’s total 
importations. The, United States has 
already imported this year, from all 
quarters of the globe, nearly $100,- 
000,000 more ‘gold than the world’s en- 
tire new production of the metal in 1920. 
Neither bankers nor economists are able 
to frame a confident opinion as to the 
upshot of this heaping-up of reserve 
money in the United States, at the mo- | 
ment when our issue of paper money and 
use of credit is being reduced with ex- 
ceptional rapidity. All that can safely 
be said of so singular a phenomenon is} 
that it portends a chapter of even more | 
vnusual economic history in the coming 
era of reconstruction.

PETROLEUM QUTPUT 
SHOWS AN INCREASE 


After Six Weeks of Consecutive 
Declines Production Gains 
6,880 Barrels. 


After six weeks of consecutive de- 
clines the oil production of the United 
States in the last week of July shows 
an increase of 6,880 barrels as com- 
pared with the previous week. The 
output for the week ended July 30 aver- 
aged, 1,314,240 barrels dail, as com- 
pared with 1,307,360 barrels in the 
week of July 23, 1,344,120 barrels in 
the week of June 11, the peak of pro- 
duction of the year reached just pre- 
vious to the beginning of the recent de- 
cline and with 1,209,335 barrels pro- 
duced in the week ended Jan. A. 

The increase is mainly due to the ac- 
tivities of the fields in the Southwest, 
which produced 810,900 barrels daily, a 
gain of 6,460 barrels as compared with 
the previous week.

ANOTHER $8,000,00 
PAID BY GERMANY 


Instalment Further Reduces the 
$200,000,000 Falling Due 
on Aug. 31. 


EXCHANGE IS NOT AFFECTED 


Guaranty and Equitable Trust Com- 
panies, Speyer & Co. and Hallgar- 
ten & Co. Hold Balances Here. 


Germany paid yesterday, out of her 
balances in New York, an instalment of 
$5,000,000 on her debt to the Allies for 
reparations. The amount was paid over 
by the four institutions which hold bal- 
ances here for the account of the Rejchs- 
bank to the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York to the credit of the Bank of 
England. No announcement accompa- 
nied the payment, but it was established 
that each of the four banks received or- 
ders to make payments in varying 
amounts for the account of Germany 
and that the total was about $5,000,000. 

One of the bankers said that he had 
received two separate orders by cable 
for $1,000,000 each and that his bank's 
check had been sent to the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York before its clos- 
ing hour. The three other institutions, 
it was understood, were called on by the 
Reichsbank for $1,000,000 each out of 
German balances. 

The payment made yesterday to the 
account of the Bank of England is in 


‘anticipation of a reparations payment of 


$200,000,000 due on Aug. 31, which al- 
ready/has been considerably reduced by 
advance payments. On May 30 the Ger- 
man Government handed to the Repara- 
tions Commission twenty German Treas- 


ury notes, endorsed by three big banks in 
Germany, for $10,000,000 each, or $200,- 
000,000, equivalent to 840,000,000 marks 
gold, and bear 5 per cent. interest. It 
has been the evident desire of the Ger- 
man Government to retire these notes as 
rapidly as possible. No formal state- 
ment of the balance outstanding has ever 
been made, but it is believed that either 
three or four of them have been retired. 

One of the factors in the payment 
made yesterday was that it did not dis- 
rupt foreign exchange. On the con- 
trary all of the foreign exchanges were 
very strong throughout the day. Ster- 
ling registered a 3% cent gain, with 
other exchanges advancing in propor- 
tion. It is assumed that this was, in 
part at least, a reflection of the pay- 
ments made here yesterday to the Bank 
of England. On the previous occasion 
when payments totaling $50,000,000 were 
made by Germany to the Bank of Eng- 
land and the Bank of France all for- 
eign exchanges were seriously disturbed 
as their sale was made abroad for the

& Co. When a payment was te be'made 
an order was sent thropgh by cable to 
pay a certain sum of money to a certain 
bank, usually the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, and the payments have 
been handled by the bankers as any or- 
dinary commercial transaction. 

Just what Germany’s balances in the 
United States amount to and just when 
she will elect to pay another instalment, 
are unknown factors. It is evident that 
the balances are rebuilt as fast as de- 
pleted and probably now reach a sum 
larger than is generally believed. They 
have been added to by recent shipments 
of silver to this country, the proceeds 
of the sale of gold, sent from Rus- 
sia and Rumania to Switzerland, re- 
stamped with the Swiss mint mark and 
resold here, and by a flood of made-in- 
Germany goods to be found on all sides. 
By these methods the balances are kept 
at a comparatively high figure.

OTIS STEEL BONDS SOLD. 
$5,000,000 Issue Taken In Two 
Hours After Offering. 


An issue of $5,000,000 first mortgage 
twenty-year 8 per cent. sinking fund 
gold bonds of the Otis Steel Company, 
offered at 99 and interest and yielding 
8.10 per cent., was sold yesterday by a 
banking syndicate led by Blair & Co., 
Ine within two hours after the books 
were opened.

Wants 25 Cents a Share for 
Expenses in Interest of 1st and 
2d Preferred Stockholders. 


OPPOSING PROSSER FACTION 


Edwin G. Merrill and Assoclates 
Plan to Attack Commoh Stock- 
holders’ Segregation Appeal. 


The committee representing fhe first 
preferred and second preferred stock- 
holders of the Reading Company urges 
support by the holders of these securi- 
ties for its fight to protect their in- 
terests in a letter issued yesterday re- 
questing each preferred stockholder t6 
contribute 25 cents for each share oB 
stock owned toward the committee’s ex- 
penses. In the letter it is explained that 
the committee ‘‘ was formed to protect 
the interests of both classes of preferred 
stock of the Reading Company against 
the demands of the common stockhold- 
ers, who seek to exclude the preferred 
stockholders from all participation in 
the valuable coal properties of the Read- 
ing Company held through the Phila- 
delphia and Réading Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, from which the Reading Company 
is forced .to disassociate itself in con- 
formity with the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court.’’ Upward of 1,000 
stockholders have executed proxies to 
the committee, it was said. 

The committee appeared by counsel at 
three hearings in Philadelphia, and 


when permitted by the court to inter- 
vene filed a petition and brief in op- 
position to the claims of the common 
stockholders. 

“The United States District Court in 
an opinion filed May 21, 1921, sustained 
our position, overruled the contentions 
of the common stockholders and ap- 
proved the plan of the Reading Com- 
pany, which gives equal rights to the 
preferred and common stockholders. 
Subsequently, on June 6, 1921, a decree 
was entered in conformity therewith. 

‘““From this decree appeal has been 
taken to the United States Supreme 
Court by two common stockholders, the 
Continental Insurance Company and the 
Fidelity-Phenix Fire Insurance Company 
of New York, and by the so-called Pros- 
ser Committee, representing a large 
number of common stockholders. 

‘* Practically the sole object of the ap- 
peal is to deprive the preferred stock- 
holders of their right to share equally 
with the common stockholders in the 
plan of dissolution. These rights have a 
nominal market value at present equiv- 
alent to about $15 for each share of pre- 
ferred stock. Obviously, if the interests 
of the preferred stockholders are to be 
properly protected, the contentions of the 
common stockholders must be opposed.”’

Net .Earnings for Six Months Put 
at $20,135,798. 


Net earnings of the General Electric 
Company for the six months ended June 
30 approximated $20,135,798, which, after 
deduction of all charges, was equal to. 
about $7.50 a share earned on the $172,- 
901,200 of capital stock outstanding at 
the close of June, or,at an annual rate 
of $15 a share on the increased capital- 
ization. In 1920 the company reported 
earnings for the full year of $35,420,616. 


After deduction of interest this left a 
balance of $22,132,288 available for the 
stock, equivalent to $16.62 a share on the 
$139,026,900 outstanding at the close of 
that year. 

The General Electric Company issues 
a statement of earnings only once @ 
year, in its regular annual report, there- 
fore the above figures are not official.

OPPOSE FORDNEY BILL. 


Falr Tariff League Wires Protest on 
American Valuation Plan. 


The American valuation plan as em- 
bodied in the Fordney tariff bill was 
characterized as ‘‘the gravest menace 
to the general welfare ever incorporated 
in,an American tariff’ in a telegram 
sent yesterday by the Fair Tariff League 
to President Harding, Secretary of State

members of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee. The telegram said in part: 

“The Fair Tariff League is an or- 
ganization whose membership includes 
domestic manufacturers, bankers, Wwo- 
men’s organizations, labor organizations, 
farmers’ organizations, retailers, im- 
porters and consumers generally. It is 
in favor of a fair protective tariff 
liberally representative of the, differ- 
ence in cost of production at hofme and 
abroad. It voices the protest of the 
great consuming public against the 
Fordney tariff bill as violative of | the 
protective principles defined above. 

Chairman H. E. Miles, former Chair- 
man of the National Tariff Commission 
Association, and heads of other or- 
ganizations signed the telegram. 

The telegram was sent following a 
meeting of the league at the Bankers 
Club, at which several speakers voiced 
the most emphatic disapproval of the 
Fordney tariff bill in its present form.

William Mead, Who Knew Many 
|Famous Sing Sing Inmates, Retires. 


! Special to The New York Times. 
OSSINING, N. Y., Aug. 4.—William 
Mead, chief engineer at Sing Sing for 
‘forty-one years, retired today on a pen- 
sion. He had always worked nights. 
In his long term of service he became 
acquainted with thousands of criminals. 
'Ferdinand Ward, brokerage partner of 
‘General Grant, whose failure for $8,- 
€00,000 convulsed Wall Street in the early 
80’s, worked for Mead. He met young 
Johnny Hope, the famous robber of the 
Manhattan Bank, when he entered the 
prison with tears streaming from his 
eyes on Feb. 3, 1881, to begin a twenty 
years’ sentence, and tried to cheer him.

thrilling escapes and other incidents 
Mead tells about when in reminiscent 


mood. 

Warden Lewis E. Lawes, who com- 
mended Mead on his long, unstained 
record as he left the prison today, is 
the eighteenth Warden Mead had worked 
for in Sing Sing. Warden Augustus A. 
Brush, who reigned eleven years, took 
charge of Sing Sing the same day and 
stayed the longest of any of the many 
heads the old prison has had. Mead is 64 
years old. Except for the forty-five 
‘years of former State Detective James 
Jackson, Mgad stayed in _/Sin Sing 
longer than any other prison employe or 
inmate. He went to work for Perry & 
'‘Co., who made stoves by conyict labor 
‘in the prison in 1880. Six yet&rs later, 


when contract convict labor -was abol- | 


ished, Mead entered the State’s service. 
Thomas Pallister, who escaped from 
‘the deathhouse in 1893, had wheeled coal 
for Mead when serving a previous sen- 
tence. Mead helped to install ‘* Big 
Ben,”’ the prison siren whistle to warn 
‘of escapes. He had furnished current 
for many executions. There have been 
about 190 persons put to death in the 
prison since the chair was first used, on 
July 7, 1891, to execute James Slocum, 
Harris Smiler, Joseph Wood and Shi- 
buya Jugera.

40% OFF INTHE YEAR 


Drop of $16,300,000 in the 
Week Reduces Productive 
Assets to $1,903,100,000.

, WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Futher gains 
of $18,500,000 in cash reserves ac- 
companied by a total increase of about 
$10,006,000 in deposit liabilities and a de- 
crease of $1,000,000 in Federal Reserve 
note circulation, are indicated in the 
Federal Reserve Board’s weekly bank 
statement, issued as at close of business 
on Aug. 8, 1921. The banks’ reserve 
ratio shows a further rise for the week 
from 63.4 to 63.7 per cent. 

Federal Reserve Bank holdings of 
paper secured by United States Govern- 
ment obligations show a decline of $18,- 
800,000; othe iscounts on hand de- 
creased by $14,300,000, while holdings of 
acceptances purchased in the open mar- 
ket, which had declined to $19,400,000 on 
the previcus Wednesday, show an in- 
crease of $10,500,000 for the week. 

During the week the Government re- 
tired an additional $6,500,000 of Pittman 
certificates used as cover for outstand- 
ing Federal Reserve Bank notes, while 
the increase of $12,600,000 in other 
aa certificate holdings is due 
largely to temporary purchases of these 
securities b e New York and Chicago 
banks. To earning assets, in conse- 
guence of the changes noted, show a 
further decrease for the week of $16,- 
300,000, and on Aug, 3 stood at $1,908,- 
100,000, or about 40 per cent. below the 
total reported about a year ago. 

Of the total holdings of $572.600,000 of 
paper secured by United States Govern- 
ment obligations, $386,600,000, or 67.5 per 
cent., were secured by Liberty and other 
United States bonds: $153,100,000, or 
26.7 per cent., by Victory notes; $6,800,-

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000, or 1.2 per cent., by Treasury notes, 
and $26,400,000, or 4.6 per cent., by 
Treasury certificates, compared with 
$406,500,000, $154,300,000, .200,000 and 
$27,300,600 shown the week before. 

Discounted bills held by the Boston, 
New York and Cleveland banks include 
856,900,000 of bills discounted for the 
Richmond, Atlanta, Minneapolis and 
Dallas ~ The Richmond bank re- 
ports an increase of its accommodation 
at the New York bank from §24,400,000 
to about $25,000,000. 

The Atlanta bank, which, on the pre- 
vious Wednesday, had under rediscount 
over $4,000,000 of paper with the Boston 
and Cleveland banks, shows a reduction 
in the amount of rediscounts to about 
$1,800, , all held by the soston bank. 

e Minneapolis bank reduced its redis- 
counts with the New York bank from 
$13,800,000 to $12,900,000, while the Dal- 
las bank reports a slight increase from 
ee ee to $19,200, in its accommo- 

ation with the Boston and Cleveland 
banks, _ 

As against a decrease of $18,700,000 in 
members’ reserve deposits, there 
shown an increase of about $25,000,000 in 
Government deposits ant of $3,500,000 in 
other deposits, composed largely of non- 
members’ clearing accounts and cash- 
ier’s checks. In addition to the decrease 
of $1,000,000 in Federal Reserve note 
circulation, there is also shown a reduc- 
tion of $2,800,000 in the banks’ combined 
liabilities on Federal Reserve bank notes 
in circulation. 

Gold reserves show a further gain for 
the week of $21,600,000, largely through 

urchase of imported gold, while the 

anks’ holdings of silver ahd legals de- 
clined by over $3,000,000. Since the be- 
nning of the present year, the Federal 
serve banks have gained a total of 

90,000,000 in gold and have lost some- 
what less than $40,000,000 of legals and 
silver, their-gain in total cash reserves 
being thus about $450,000,000.

WASHINGTON, ,D. C.; Aug. 4.—The indi- 
cations are for local thunder showers in 


the South Atlantic States, Alabama, Indiana 
and the upper lake region and generally fair 
weather elsewhere east of the Mississippi 
Friday.

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LEGION PROTESTS 
“AGAINST MEYER AID 


Seventy Kings Posts Cite So- 
ciologist’s Connection With 
Plan to Free Slackers. 


LINK HIM WITH THE I. W. W. 


Veterans Offer to Furnish Ex-Ser- 
vice Men Who Are “ Americans 
in Every Sense.” 


The Executive Committee of the Kings 
County Committee of the American Le- 
gion, comprising seventy posts, made an 
emphatic protest yesterday against the 
employment by the ‘Meyer Legislative 
Investigating Committee of Winthrop 
D. Lane, a sociological expert who is 
now investigating the city’s Department 
of Public Welfare for the committee. 
The Legion objects to Lane on the 
ground that he is a Socialist and has 
been connected with anti-American ac- 
tivities. 

Resolutions denouncing Mr. Lane were 
adopted by the Kings County organiza- 
tion Wednesday night and forwarded to 
Senator Schuyler M. Meyer by Secretary 
A. Drumm. ,'The members of the Hxeo- 
utive Committee are Donald C. Strachan, 
Chairman; Charles I. Debervoise, First 
Vice Chairman; Ffank Sinnott, Second 
Vice Chairman; Raymond L Brown, 
Third Vice Chairman; Raymond M. 
Kipp, Treasurer. and the Rev. Edward 
J. Higgins, Chaplain. It was said that 
the matter would be taken up by other 
county committees of the legion through- 
out the State.

He 
said they would present bills for their 
services when the committee ceases its 
work, following the same method as the 
counsel of the Lockwood committee. 

In addition to the three leading attor- 
neys the committéee-hired seven lawyers 
at $35 a weck, he said. Some of these 
lawyers have finished the special work 
assigned them and have been dismissed.
